Attended all the Calumet and 
Country Club dances. 

Arthur was a friend to all and his friends have always been 
legion. Scores came to him with their troubles seeking advice.

To make up his mind 
definitely, he decided to register at a college of Theology ask¬ 
ing the Lord to show him His desire by giving him back his 
peace of mind. 

His happiness returned and life has been glorious ever since 
as he has taught and preached the gospel. He preached in many 
missions from the start. Has traveled on Gospel Hears 
throughout New England and for three years was a staff ecangelist 
for the New England Evangelical Association. Eis work has taken 
him into Pennsylvania and Indiana. Neither son would wait to 
finish his education- they began preaching soon after entering 
school. 

His conversion has been likened to that of the Apostle Paul. 

He planned to forego marriage as did St* Paul. F^r two years 
he dici succeed then met Ruth Anna Thomas, teacher of music at 
Gordon College, Who was studying for her third degree at the 
New ,Agland Conservatory of Music.
